“The  picture  is  complete.  It  was  in

X believe  that  the  whole  was  the  sponta- 
neous thought  of  the  moment,  the'  CTiide 
outlines  that  floated  through  his  mindj 
being  filled  ixpby  the  intuitive  teachiirgs  I 
of  his  surpassing  genius.  His  conclu-! 
sioi>  was  gorgeous.'  He  passed  Napoleon 
to  the  summit  Of  the  Alps;  his  hearers 
saw  him  steel-clad  warriors  threading 
tbesnowe  of  Mount  St.  Bernard;  and 
having  gained  the  dizzy  height,  Prentiss  | 
represeirted  ‘the  man  of  destiny’  looking 
down  upon  the  sunny  plains  of  Italy, 
and  then,  with  mighty  swoop,  decend-  i 
ing  from  the  ctotrds  and  making  the

Doubtless  he  expected  a different  re-

than  a civil  office.  Tiierc  never  was  a 
sounder  truth  uttered  in  Congress  than 
the  remark  of  a member  from  Ohio  (iD. 
Barrcre,)  that  “the  great  cities  are  no; 
so  sound  on  all  poHiicaT  _q.  o-.tions  u.« 
the  yeomanry  ofy.he  country.”  They  first 
achieved  our  freedom  and  they  stillj 
niaiutain  it,  and  adwjys  will  in  fargreat- 
erjpiirity,  than  ’it  -can  possibl y^e.vist  |in 
those  great  sinks  of  civilization,  where 
luxury  and  wealth  accumulate  and  men 
decay.  .And  if  ever  Liberty  shall  take 
its  flight  from  our  couiitiv,  her  last  rest- 
ing  place  will  be  at  their  firesides,  a^ld 
her  last  parting  farewell  will  be  given 
to  them.  The  great  cities  with  their 
mobs  of  foreigners  must  ce.ise  to  give 
tone  to  public  opinion,  as  they  have 
done  to  too  great  an  extent  heretofore. 

But  there  are  substantial  reasons  for 
the  reaction  of  the  public  mind  in  re- 
gard to  this  distinguished  foreigner. 

The  people  of  tjie  United  State.!  liad 
read  his  last  offii^al  act,  declaring  that

Governor  of  Hungary  into  the  hands  of 
a military  dictator,  who  afterwards 
made  hisJJ^pMfce  witli  liis  Conquerors; 
whilst  Kossuth  and'^irs  companions  fled 
from  the  country,  ind  took  refuge  io 
Turkey.  They  were  regarded  by  us,  aud 
considered  themselves  exiles  driven  from 
their  country,  and  seeking  to  emigrate 
to  the  United  States  a.s  a permanent 
home.  As  such  they  elicited  our  sym- 
pathies. and  tbejneans  were  offered  ami 
embraced  of  reaching  our  shores,  where 
they  were  expected  to  be  welcomed  aii,-! 
offered  an  assylum,  as  other  foreigners 
seeking  to  become  citizens  of  our  coun- 
try. 

But  when  he  demanded  to  be  reebg- 
nized  as  the  rightful  Governor  of  Hun- 
gary, an  offire  be  had  voluntarily  resign- 
ed and  was  V able  to  hold,  and  scorned 
our  sympathy,  unless  accompanicrl  with 
the  means  of  rekindling  a revolution, 
long  since  extinguished,  agaiiist  a coun- 
try, with  which  we  were  at  peace,  he 
invested  himself  at  once  with  the  char- 
acter of  an  imposter  and  a rather  bold 
and  impudent  one  at  that,’  lie  throws 
away  the  solid  basis  of  truthfulness  and 
unassuming  honesty,  upon  which  every 
great  name  must  rest,  and  without  which 
it  will  sooner  or  later  sink  into  merited

neglect.  ^Vheji^,he  undertook  to  tell  u.s 
that  the  doctrine  of  noninterference  with 
foreign  politic^  ks  taught  by  "Washington 
□ nd  Jefferson  was  pot  the  true  policy  of 
our  government,  iptou  began  to  enquire 
when  aiid  whetfe  ho  became  wiser  than 
its  founders. I.-  •' 

Neither  he  por  ajiy  of  his' companions 
ever  struck  a blo\y  for  republic.in  liber- 
ty as  understoOtl  afid  enjoyed  in  the  Uni- 
ted States  iirtheU. Jives.  All  they  ever 
(tontendel  for  was,  the  restoration  of  the 
ancient  constitution  of  Hungary,  whiclt 
secured  to  them  fheir  own  municipal 
government,,  .subject-,  to. the  .Emperor. of. 
Austria;  and  that  "lie  should  be  the  first 
to  enlighten  ila  as  to' the  iriie  policy  of 
our  government,  woubd  be  a little  sur- 
prising. His  speech,  however  at  the  din- 
ner given  him^t  Washington  . is  much 
mote  judicious  and  less  assuming.  Had 
he  met  with  such  advisers  at  first  as 
he  found  there,  h«  would  no  doubt  have 
appeared  much  better  before  the  coun- 
try. That  he  is*  mait  of. genius  is  un- 
doubted, and  that  he  is  a pure  and  ear- 
nest patriot,  may  be  true;  but  his  speech- 
es, though  eloquent,  would  be  searched 
in  vaimfOr  sound. poli.lical  wisdom.

— “3/  the 
politeness  of  Col.  Lea,  Commissioner  of 
Indian  Affairs,  we  liave  -been  shown  a 
curiosity  of  great  rarity  and  interest,  left 
fora  few  days  at  the  Bureau.  It  was 
brought  from  the  Pottawatomie  Reserva- 
tion on  the  ivansas  river,  by  Dr.  Lykins, 
who  has  been  residing  there  for  the  last 
twenty  years  of  the  thirty  he  ha.s  spdut 
on  tht  frontier.  It  consists  of  four  small 
rolls  or  strips  of  parchment,  closely 
packed  in  the  small  compart rn“nts  of  a 
little  box  or  locket  of  about  an  inch  cu- 
bical content.  On  th-3se  parch.meats  are 
written  in  a style  of  iinsarpasse  1 excell- 
ence, and  far  moi'e  beautiful  than  print, 
portions  of  the  I’oatateuch,  to  be  worn 
as  frontlets,  and  inlende.d  as  stiinulant.s 
to  the  memory  anl  mor.U  sense.  I 

Dr.  Lykins  obtained  it  from  Pategwe, 
a Pottawatomie,  who  got  it  from  his  I 
gratidmortier,  a very  old  womin.  If  Itas  | 
been  in  this  particular  family  about  fif- 
ty years.  They  had  origiirilly  two  ol 
them,  buion  <tue  occasiuit,  as  the  j 

in  possession  wore  cr  j -sing  a rapi  1 in 
soin*  river  in  the  lake  countrv  of  t!ie 
north  the  other  was  irrecoverably  lost. 
The  one  lost  was  believed  by  the  ludiaii.' 
to  contai.i  an  account  of  the  creation  of 
the  worlvl.  That  brought  by  Lykiushas

Pategwe  had  it  in  his  possession  many 
years  before  his  curiosity  prn.njrled  him 
to  cut  the  stitches  of  the  cover  and  dis- 
close the  contents.  But' this  coming  t(» 
the  knowlellgc  of  old  Bflly  Caldwell, 
chief  of  the  Council  Bluff  branch  ot  the 
lri!>c,  he  slreuiiously  advised  Pategwe 
to  shut  it  up  and  keep  it  close,  and  say 
noihingabout  having  it.  Dr.  Lykins 
came  to  a Knowledge  of  the  circumstance 
of  its  possession  from  a half-breed.

Sabbath  by  eulogies  and  comparisons

It  was  in  this  interval  that  a Baptist

aid  digestion  to  cut  up  the  steins  and 
leaves  of  forage  plants.  And  it  faiay  be 
good  economy,  as  is  often  done,  to  usja 
horsepower  for  cutting  both  dry  and 
green  fee  I,  such  as  roofs  and  straw.  We 
have  cut  the  .<^e3d  of  fifty  cows  in  that 
manner,  and  thought  we  realized  a profit 
in  the  operation;  but  we  usually  pour-, 
ed  boiling  hot  water,  drawn  from  a hea- 
ter, over  100  bushels  of  cut  corpstalks, 
hay,  or  straw,  ina  water-tight  box,  and 
let  it  remain  till  cold  and  eaten.  This 
mass  of  liot  water  greatly  promotes  the 
extraction  of  all  fhe  nutriment  there  may 
be  in  stales,  leave-,  and  shucks  or  husks, 
by  the  organs  of  digestion.  Meal,  barn, 
or  shorts  are  mixed  with  the  feed  before 
the  water  is  npplie.l;  but  in  feeding  cut 
carrots  (of  which  we  have  fed  a good 
many),  they  were  given  raw  and  sepa- 
,rate.  One  hundred  pounds  of  carrots 
ought  to  yield  at  least  fifty  of  milk  in 
good  cows.  The  production  of  milk, 
however,  is  an  operation  of  which  we 
shall  speak  at  another  time.  How  to 
make  flesh  riid  (at  to  the  best  advantage 
are  points  o,f  some  interest  to  those  who 
keep  animals  and  prepare  them  for  the 
butcher.  Our  own  observation  leads  to 
the  conclusion  that  it  i.s  bette;  economy 
to  boil  ]>eas,  and  barley  for  fattening 
hogs  and  cattle,  wi'.hout  grinding,  if  one 
has  to  pay  8 to  16  per  cent,  of  the  grain' 
to  the  miller.  Cooking  food,  like 
“hominy,”  renders  all  its  nutriment 
available,  and  grimliug  can  do  no  more,  , 
and  one  loses  the  toll,  whatever  that 
maybe.  Nature  maintains  animal  heat! 
for  chemical  purposes,  or  to  aid  in  truns- , 
forming  vegetable  into  animal  tissues.  |

THE  WINTERIISP  OF  STOCK. 

W«  are  confid&nt  that,  if  the  subject 
of  animal  text  and  nutrition  were  better 
nnderstood  by  our  farmers  generally,  a 
great  saving  to  them  would  be  the  result. 
In  the  milder  climate  of  Kentucky,  Vir- 
ginia, the  Carolinas,  and  other  corres- 
pooding  States,  xvhere  it  is  possible  for 
cattle  to  obtain  a scanty  subsistence  in 
winter  by  gleaning  the  dry  grass  from 
the  fence  corners  and  lanss,  with  per- 
haps an  armfull  of  cornstalks  once  a day 
scattered  in  the  mud,  as  is  usually  the 
case,  the  loss  to  the  farmer  annually  is 
infinitely  greater  than  among  a corres- 
ponding number  of  cattlo  in  the  more 
▼rgorons  climate  of  the  North,  and  fully 
equivalent  to  the  cost  of  suitable  shelter, 
end  the  necessary  supply  of  food  during 
the  winter. 

We  commend  to  our  readers  general- 
ly the  careful  consideration  of  tl.e  fol» 
lowing  article  from  the  pen  of  Dr.  Lee, 
editor  of  the  Genesee  Farmer: 

(Prom  the  Gene-cc  Farmct.] 

There  are  three  facts  connected  with 
the  wintering  of  stock  which  ought  to  be 
well  considered  by  every  one  who  keeps 
% coxv,  horse,  pig.  or  sheep: 

1.  it  is  a fact  that  the  production  of 
animal  beat  in  the  body  consumes  more 
than  half  of  the  food  taken  into  the  stom- 
ach. 

2.  It  is  a fact  that  external  warmth 
serves  as  an  equivalent  of  food  to  an  ex- 
tent which  is  of  great  economical  impor- 
tance. 

3.  It  is  a fact  that  the  aliment  daily 
tabeo  into  the  systems  of  all  animals 
should  be  precisely  adapted,  by  its  chem- 
ical composition  and  solubility,  to  tlie 
natural  wants  of  every  organ  and  tissue 
in  the  living  being. 

To  the  above,  vxe  might  add  other  tru- 
isms in  the  keeping  of  domestic  ani- 
mals, did  not  long  experience  admonish 
us  that  a few  facts,  clearly  stated,  are 
more  useful  to  a majority  of  readers  than 
any  attempt  to  express  in  one  article  all 
that  ought  to  be  said  on  any  important 
topic  in  husbandry.  It  may  be  asLeJ 
how  we  know  that  more  than  a moiety 
of  food  eaten  by  a horse,  ox,  or  sheep 
goes  tn create  animal  beat?  This  is  our 
answer  to  that  question:  By  tie  ana- 

lysis of  hay,  oats,  corn  and  cornstalks, 
and  other  food  of  stock,  we  learn  the 
amount  of  carbon  (coal),  oxygen,  hy- 
drogen, and  nitrogen  that  100  lbs,  con- 
tain. It  is  known  that  sensible  heat  is 
always  generated  when  carbon,  iu  vege- 
tables substaaces  (of  which  wood  and 
coal  are  familiar  examples),  combines 
chemically  with  oxygen,  as  in  combus- 
tion. Now,  nearly  ^two-thirds  of  the 
caibon  taken  into  the  stomach  in  for- 
age, roots,  or  grain,  passes  out  of  the 
wind^pipe,  in  combination  with  oxygen 
(vital  air),  as  carbonic  acid.  " It  is  just 
as  impossible  to  burn  20  lbs.  of  bay  iu 
the  system  of  a horse  or  cow  and  not 
have  it  evolve  heat,  as  it  would  be  to 
burn  hay  in  a stove  without  so  much  as 
either  warming  the  fuel  or  the  stove. 
Th^teia  really  no  more  mystevy  about 


tatiiig  a visit  to  this  country,-  if,  per- 
chance, I.e  could  obtain  tbe  consent  of 
the  Turkish  authorities.  Assuming  tlie 
possibility  of  such  an  event,  he  wished 
to  prepare  the  way  for  a favorable  recep- 
tion ill  the  New  World.
